Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 6/20/05 has been considered. Applicant's arguments 
. are deemed to be persuasive-in-part. 

• Claims 1-4, 6-13, 16-18, 21-26, 71, 79, 82-89 are pending. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, on page 3 of the paper 
mailed 1/5/05 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments. 

All of the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, are withdrawn 
EXEPT for the one recited at the top of page 5 of the paper mailed 1/5/05. 

The art rejections on page 6 of the paper mailed 1/5/05 are withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendments. 

Response to Arguments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 6-13, 16, 21-26, 79 and 82-87 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kola US 5789200, issued 8/4/98, effective filing 
date 10/31/96). The reasons for this rejection are of record. 

Applicant indicates that s showing under 37 CFR 1 .608b will be provided. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-4, 6-13, 16-18, 21-26, 71, 79, 82-85 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The reason 
for this rejection is of record in the paper mailed 1/5/05 (top of page 5). 

Applicant indicates that the changes suggested by the Examiner were made and 
therefore the rejection is obviated. The Examiner suggested using the terminology 
"complete complement" and applicant only used "complement". Therefore, the 
rejection is maintained for the reasons of record. 

New Grounds of Rejection 

Claims 79, 84-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Tin claim 79 the terminology "(or other salts)" renders the claim vague and 
indefinite. What other salts? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 88 and 89 remained allowed.
